A few months ago a 
newspaper man 
visited 
one of the wholesale mar­ 
kets of S w ift & Company.

The wide variation in the wholesale price of v a rio u s | 
cuts from the tame side of beef is caused largely by 
demand for the so-called choicer cuts. The others ara, o f 
course, just as wholesome. 


It seems as though more people than e v e r are 
demanding choicer cuts, and their demand sets tHte p ric e 
If few people ask for the forequarter cuts, the p rice o f 
forequarters will automatically drop to a figure lo w 
enough to induce people to b u y because of cheapness. 


Even though certain cuts sell for relatively high 
prices, other cuts, due to lack of demand, sell so low that 
our profit from all sources over a period of five yearn 
averaged only a fraction of a cent a pound. 


It is competition between consumers for the choice 
cuts that keeps prices for those cuts relatively high; an 
equalizing demand for all parts of the carcass would 
benefit producer, packer, retaker and consumer.
